—The Director of the Bureau of Sta­ 
tistics at Vienna has issued a table

of great prelit to the owners when they 
<*an get the crops to market early in tho 
season. 
The strawlterry crop, which is 
the m ost valuable, is well advanced, 
and the season promises to bo early.

STEPHEN Kl’OTT. 
Stephen Scott, who died May 27,1881, 
in the (town of Bradford, w as aged 73 
years, 6 months and 12 days.

He removed to this country 
with other relatives iii 1831, first settling 
in Geneva New York, thence moved to 
Genesee county, New- York, aud after a 
residence of 12 years there came to Rock 
couuty, where he has since resided. He 
was married iii 1831 to Mrs. Margaret 
Fowle, who survives him. Six children 
mourn his loss, three of whom reside in 
this vicinity. At tile early age of fourteen 
years he made a profession of religion in 
connection with the Baptist church, and 
was a member of that denomination here 
uutil the organization ceased to exist, 
when he united with the Congregational 
church of Emerald Grove, of which ho 
was an exemplary and beloved member 
and deacon until his death. 
During the last years of his life he has 
suffered much from disease, aud in con­

mind became 
affected so much that he was adjudged 
by medical men as hopelessly insane. 
Every precaution was taken by his friends 
to guard against his takiug his own life, 
yet he finally ended their vigilance and 
was found dead in his bam, having hung 
himself. The funeral services were con­ 
ducted on the following Sabbath by Rev. 
D. B. Jackson, and were attended by a 
large concourse of friends. 
Mr. Scott was universally esteemed as 
in every way a good man, of a kind and 
obliging disposition, upright iii his deal­ 
ings, affectionate iu the domestic rela­ 
tions, and faithful in his religious duties. 
Ho is the last surviving one of the three 
brothers who located at an early day on 
contiguous farms in the town of Brad 
ford.

siccc the Comjmiion pub­ 
lished an account of the bravery and 
tact of a certain army officer in tho 
West whose duty it became to oust a 
noted desperado who l»ad opened tv bar 
near his station, and whose free whisky 
was demoralizing tho troops. 
The incident was worthy of remem­ 
brance, proving as it did that men of 
sterling qualities arc 
not 
wanting 
among those who command our skele­ 
ton army, and the following sketch may 
very properly be given as a companion 
piece to tho one al>ovc referred to. It 
is strictly true. 
Among the many frontier army posts 
is one known as Camp McDermitt, in 
Nevada, located upon the stagc-road 
from Winnemucca to Boise City, and 
distant some eighty miles from the line 
of the Central Pacific Railroad. It is 
near the mouth of a little ravine in tho 
very heart of the Winnemucca hunting- 
grounds, and the Indians of that tribe, 
governed by a chieftain of the same 
name, made their headquarters at the 
time of thi9 occurrence within a mile of 
camp upon a small stream. 
Peace reigned, and tho rod men, with 
their squaws and pappooses, were ac­ 
customed to make tri-weekly visits to 
the camp for the purpose of receiving 
from die quartermaster tho rations al­ 
lowed them by Uncle Sam of bread and 
meat 
, 
The usual force at the post was about 
sixty men, and in I SGI), a single com­ 
pany of cavalry, commanded by one 
Captain Wagner, was in occupation of 
McDermitt Tho other officers of the 
company wore Lieutenant N 
, a 
young man, aud the surgeon. 
Winnemucca, Chief of tho Indians, 


as he remarked, 
be ready for them. 
Show no signs of 
fear, but keep within doors after dark, 
and be ready to By, if necessary. Speak 
to no one of what you have told me.” 
Then, unconcernedly smoking, he 
left the store and proceeded towards 
camp. 
Supper was over, and some of th 
men were lounging about the parade 
ground as the Capulin entered. Quieti] 
calling a trusty Corporal to his side, hi. 
said: 
*• After guard is placed, and just be­ 
fore moonrise, which is at eleven, take 
four men with their arras, and go to the 
stables. Close the doors, and remain 
unt ii morning. Open to no one but my­ 
self. Do not communicate your duty to 
any except those whom you take with 
you.” 
The man touched his hat, and moved 
away. This was to prevent the false 
Lieutenant from stealing the horses, 
should lie chooso to attempt it, instead 
of capturing them. Then the Captain 
passed on to his own quarters. 
The hours fled—nine, ten, eleven. In 
fifteen minutes the moon would rise. 
The sutler’s wifo was right The 
sentinel was “off duty,” and the guard 
all within doors. Not a living creature 
was to be seen, and the cola starlight 
fell upon as solitary a group of adobo 
buildings as if tho post had been desert­ 
ed for years. 
Suddenly, however, a single figure 
appeared. In full uniform, with sword 
and pistol-holstcr at Ids waist, Captain 
Wagner emerged from his door, and, 
silently crossing the parade-ground, 
turned with rapid tread down the 
stage road toward tho Winnemucca 
camp. 
The distance was short, and, just as 
the first rays of the rising moon tinged 
with sj lect nil white the dark carpet of 
sage brush that covered all the plain, 
the officer found himself upon a slight 
eminence overlooking the teepee huts 
of the Indians. 
This was the sight which met his 
eyes: 
Around a council tire were gathered 
the chieftain and warriors of tho tribe, 
all arrayed in war paint, and folly 
armod, aud in the midst, upon a pile of 
blankets, stood Lieutenant Nemo, his 
sword drawn, his arms outstretched, his 
head bare, evidently engaged in the de­ 
livery of a stirring address to tho sav­ 
ages about him! 
Wagner’s heart leaped within him. 
Drawing his own sword, ho hastened 
forward, quickly passed the line of 
squaws without the circle, and, before 
tho Indians had the slightest thought 
of his presence, burst through their 
ranks, and appeared alone in their very 
midst! 
So great was the astonishment of the 
braves no one moved or spoke, and old 
Winnemucca, even, bowed in token of 
fealty to the army blue of tho officer. 
T'lie Captain, however, did not notice 
him. but., advancing until directly in 
front of the dazed Nemo, he cried, in 
ringing tones. “ Sir. I demand your 
sword!” 
As if in a strange dream, the Lieut­ 
enant slowly extended his weapon 
toward his officer. The latter took it 
from his hand, and breaking it, threw 
the nieces on the ground. 
“ You are under arrest! 
March be­ 
fore me to camp! lie said; then, turn­ 
ing quickly toward the astounded In­ 
dians, in threatening voice he con­ 
tinued: 
“ The man who moves dies! Beware 
of the oarl»ino<3 in the eagc-brusti be­ 
hind you! 
Winnemucca, treacherous 
chief! I command von to appear be­ 
fore me to-morrow !*r 
With these words, driving Nemo be­ 
fore him, the brave Captain retired 
from the circle, and disappeared along 
the road towards camp, while, after a 
little, the savages, thoroughly frighten­ 
ed, crept quietly to their huts, regard­ 
ing with suspicious glance tho shadows 
of the sage about them; tho couneil-liro 
was extinguished, and night and silence 
again reigned. 
The revolt was at an end, and scores 
of lives saved by the quick wit nod 
wonderful nerve of a single man. 
Sarah Winnemucca afterwards mar­ 
ried Nemo, who wa9 simply dismissed 
the service as crazy. The old chief 
and certain of his warriors were sent to 
the Presidio dungeons at San Francisco 
for a time. 
The uprising at McDermitt soon be­ 
came mere matter of army rumor; but 
had the officer in command proven less 
able to cope with the dangers of the 
hour, that rumor would have been his­ 
tory written in letters of blood, even as 
tho history of the terrible Modoc War, 
or Custer s fateful campaign.—F. E.
